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Period of Infection in Mumps. 


The question as to the transmission 
of the infectious diseases and the ex- 
act stage of the disease at which In- 
fection is most likely to occur has 
been satisfactorily settled regarding 
most of the exanthemata. In mumps, 
however, the case is different, some 
authorities maintaining that the di- 
sease may prove infectious through- 
out the whole of its course, while 
others are of opinion that this is only 
the case at the commencement of the 
attack. Dr. Rendu, in a paper read 
before the Societe Medicale des Hopi- 
taux, related two cases which are 
valuable as throwing light upon this 
point. A young lady visited her mo- 
ther on January 2, who complained 
of slight malaise; on the following 
day, however, she developed mwauinps. 
On January 24, her daughter, who 
had seen her on the second, ba. not 
since, was likewise attacked. In the 
interval she had seen no person who 
was suffering from the disease. Dr. 
Rendu argues, therefore, that a case 
may be infectious even before the 
characteristic parotid swelling has 
made its appearance. A second case 
was very similar to this one. A child 
ten years old was attacked after be- 
ing in company with a friend who, 
although then showing no signs of 


the djsease, was found a few hours 
afterward to be suffering from it. 


Mumps is, therefore, evidently infec- 
tious at the termination of the period 
of incubation. Dr. Rendu is of opinion 
that infection Is conveyed by means of 
the breath.—Lancet.

A Remarkable Dust Explosion. 


Not long since in the city of Litch- 
field, Ill, one of the most remarkable 
dust explosions on record oceurred in 
the “Planet? or Kehior flour mills. 
Before the explosion a fire broke out 
in one of the elevators, and the watch- 
man wars unable to send an alarm be- 
fore the fire had reached the mills. 
Here it was beyond control. The fire 
companies on reaching the scene, got 
their apparatus connected. By this 
time the flames had reached the part 
of the mill where there presumably 
was an accumulation of dust, and the 
explosion occurred, The great mill, 
said to have been the largest flour 
mill in the world, was blown to pleces 
if by dynamite. Bricks, timbers,

and pieces of machinery flew in all 
directions. The spectators of the fire 
were thrown to the ground by the 


shock, and people a mile distant were 
prostrated. Towns sixty miles away 
telegraphed that they had experienced 


the effeets of the explosion. At De- 
catur, fifty miles away, the atmos- 
pheric concussion was felt. In_ the 


town no house escaped injury. Those 


near the scene had every window 
blown out. Some houses two miles 
distant were entirely destroyed. The 


town bore the appearance of having 
been swept by a cyclone. The incom 
ing trains brought crowds of specta- 
tors.

Winnipeg is Prospering. 
From the sixth hal@yearly building 


report of Messrs. Gordon & Suckling, the 
well-known real estate agents in Winni- 
peg, can be gleaned some interesting in- 
formation of building done in the city 
during the past six months. ‘ihe class 
of buildings erected yenerally speaking 
are superior to that of any previous vear 
in our history. (uite a number of large 
business blocks are in course of con- 
struction at present; and there are nota 
few residences costing from $4,000 to 
$11,000.

Out of 5,119 Cattle Shipped to Great 
Britain Only One Was Suspicious. 


The following special cablegram was 
recently published by the Globe: In dis- 
cessing the cattle embargo inthe house 
of commons last nizht, President Gard-

Mr. Chaplin, who 
appeared surprised at the clean bill of 
health reported, asked whether he was 
to understand that only one case was 
suspected.

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INTERESTING TO POTATO GROWERS. 


Prevention of Scab by Treating Seed Pu- 
bers With Corrosive Sublimate. 

Recent writers who claim to have ti» 
vestigated the subject of preventing po 
tato scab by treatment of the seed tubess 
before planting have not greatly encou» 
aged the idea or indicated that it would 
be economically possible. H. L. Bolley 
of the North Dakota station, who has 
been a firm advocate of this course, has, 
however, just given the subject a fresh 
airing in The Rural New Yorker with 
the aid of illustrations, and he states that 
after another year’s trial not only at the

station, but among potato growers, the 
corrosive sublimate treatment has proved 
effective in a degree beyond previous ex- 
pectation. 

Under date of Oct. 10, 1892, T. B. Ter- 
ry, the famous Ohio potato grower, is 
quoted as follows: ‘I treated some 40 or 
60 bushels of badly scabbed seed as rec- 
ommended and have a crop almost per- 
fectly smooth. Crop from badly scabbed 
seed (untreated) worthless.” 

Mr. Bolley reports that tests of 1801 
showed a net of half a pound per 
hill in favor of the corrosive sublimate 
treatment as against untreated seed of 
like character, while the number of t- 
bers set upon the vines was on an aver 
ege five less per hill than in rows heavily 
Giseased. 


over half a pound per 
treatment and 99.88 per cent 
aay void of disease, while 

seed of like character and weight 
gave a product in which less than 1 per 
cent of sound tabers were found. 

The second cut shows the character of 
the product obtained by the use of the 
eorrosive eublimate treatment. 

A number of other p treet- 
ments were tried at the same and 
under the same conditions as the corgo- 
sive sublimate test, among them the 
bordeaux mixture. Concerning these it 
is simply said that after no treatment 
which at all lessened the percentage of 
disease did the yield fall as low as that 
of the highest yield from untreated seed. 

In all these tests soils that had never 
known a previous potato crop or a fer- 
tilizer were nsed, subjected to equal con- 
ditions and planted at the same time, 
The seed used was Early Ohio tubers of 
like weight and amount of diseased sur- 
face as could be obtained. 


TREATED WITH CORROSIVE SUBLIMATE. 

The method of application is as fol- 
lows: Dissolve corrosive sublimate (mer 
curic bichloride) in water at the rate of 
2 ounces of the chemical to 15 gallons 


of water. Soak the seed potatoes in this 
solution 14 hours, cut and plant as usual, 
From this it will be seen that no plant 
Gisease which is successfully combated 
is susceplible to so simple a treatment, 
one so easily carned out. 

Prominence is given to this caution: 
Mereuric bichloride is a strong poison. 
Be as careful with it as with all other 
poisons. The mixture should stand some 
time before it ia used, to insure complete 
solution of the chemical, which should 
be thoroughly pulverized before it is 
added tothe water. Plant only on ground 
known to be free from disease. 


Farm Horses. 

At this season of the year the roads 
are muddy, and many horses have 
scratches. Here ia some timely advice 
from the agricultural department of the 
New York World on the care of horses 
at this most trying of all seasons for 
them: ‘‘Remove all dirt from legs and 
feet before stabling the horses for the 
night. If any case of grease or scratches 
occurs, wash sores carefully in 
water and white castile soap. 
thoroughly and anoint with carbolated 
ointment that may be made from lasd 
15 parts and carbolic acid 1 part Very 
likely the muscles of the horses are mors 
or leas soft, owing to lack of exeyeise 
this winter. Uf such be the case, let them 
be put to work gradually in the spring 
to avoid galls and stiff limbs. 

“Be sure that the collars fit hy 
before you begin the plowing. QD- 
der the collar from which the akin be 
comes easily abraded may be calloused 
and hardened by daily bathing them 
with cold water, to which a little salt 
and vinegar has been added. If a posst- 
ble thing, give each borse a good, roomy 
box stall, in which he can readily re 
cline, and that, too, at full length. 
care is needed to regulate the dict of 
horses to the work they do. When hard 
work is required, we must feed liberally, 
and in periods of idleness the raGons 
must be cnt short or trouble will follow. 
For farm horses in full and regular labor 
12 quarts, half cats and half cracked 
corn, will be found noue too muuch. May 
is best fod in moderate quantities. Most 
farm horses get too much hay, so their 
bowels become permanently distended, 
and we*call them “pot bellied.” Ten 
pounds per day per horse is au abun- 
dance. The farm needs far its work stout, 
chunky, “low down”. horses, that car 
draw fair loads and move with some fax 
cility and agility, The fast walker is 8

When I asked Mrs. Lamont to tell me 
something of the means by which her 
children had become the well bred, happy, 
healthy, obedient little people that they 
are, she seemed almost puzzled at first 
how to explain the process. Her system 
is such asimpleand natural one that she 
is half inclined to think that they ‘‘just 
growed” that way, like Topsy. But it 
has been growth under a wise and loving 
guidance. 

“I hardly know what to tell you that 
can be of interest to any one about the 
training and daily life of my children, it 
is eo entirely simple, so like that of other 
children. I perhaps spend more time 
with them than many mothers do with 
their little ones, but it isa pleasure to 
me to be with them. They are always 
at table with us unless we have guests 
to dinner; then of course they do not ap- 
pear, for, although 1 am so fond of them 
myself, I know that they might bea bore 
to other people. 

*‘l am always up in the morning to see 
that they are properly dressed, even if I 
have been out late the night before. We 
usually breakfast at 6, have lunch at 1 
o'clock and dinner at 6. The children 
are not restricted to any particular diet. 
We live quite plainly when we are alone, 
80 that whatever is on the table may be 
suitable for them and not harmful, but 
even if we had eight or nine courses at 
dinner they would probably take noth- 
ing but a little clear soup and some roast 
beef. They do not eat made dishes or 
rich food. Fortunately they do not care 
for such things and would not eat them 
if they were set before them. They have 
very few sweets—some ice cream or 
other simnple dessert occasionally, or a 
piece of candy. If they havea box of 
candy given them, they never eat more 
than one piece. It would not occur to 
them that they could. When they go 
out to a little party, I never say to them, 
‘You must not eat this or you must not 
eat that.’ They know as well asI do 
what they may have and what they may 
not.

“I like to have them self dependent 
and try to teach them to wait upon them- 
selves. It is a difficult lesson for children 
to learn where there are servants at hand 
to help them and to pick up what they 
throw about, but it is well for them to 
learn to help themselves. 

‘‘When we went abroad last year, the 
children went with us. They observed 
and remember many things. Even Fran- 
ces often taiks about the ship and the 
events of the journey.

“The two older girls take piano lee 
sons, and Bessie already plays quite nice- 
ly.
